DISEASE THAT KILLS 
CHESTNUT 
TREES 


The state forester sends out a'warning .about .the disease known 


chestnut bark disease and how to 6glit it. 
This disease is destroyina 


great many chestnut trees. 
It first appears in a fungus that spreads ove 


the bark and sends fibers-like roofs into the free seeking nourishment, thiib 
sapping tho life out of the tree. 
The tree so affected can put forlh bu' 


stunted foliage^ the effect of the blight depending upon whether tiie main 
stem or only a branch has been attacked. 
The remedy consists in spray- 


ing and removing the bark affected and (hen painting over with far paint. 
This disease is said to be more fatal than the moth pest. 
Tn Forest park, 


Brooklyn, N. Y., no less than 16,(i!)5 chestnut trees were killed by (his dis- 
ease on an area of 350 acres. 
Of this number 7000 trees were about one 


foot in diameter, the others larger. 
A recent survey of the. trees in and 


about New,York city shows that Ibe .financial loss from this disease lias 
been between $5,000,000 and $10,00.0,000. 
It is therefore a matter of 


grave importance to keep this disease out of (he woodlands and our public 
parks. 
This disease might be termed an arboreal scurvy.

IN 
SCHOOLS 


Sanitation has been carried so far in the schools of tho country that 


we may soon see cities adopting n system of sterilizing books before the 
schools open every morning. We have done away with {he common drinking 
cup and havo introduced instead the bubbler fountain and the jet which 
cables the pupil to drink without touching the faucet. The city of Albany, 
N. Y., has just introduced a sanitary towel which is nothing more or less 
than-a piece of crinkled paper such as is used in some restaurants for 
napkins. 


One of the. things that the school authorities should attend to in the 


lino of sanitation is the common practice indulged in by children of putting 
lead pencils in their months. Where the lend pencils are used in common 
by the children this is a prolific method of spreading disease germs. To 
prevent the communication o£ disease there should he a rule providing 
for the prompt fumigation of the school room from which any pupil is 
removed suffering from a contagious disease. This matter is of move im- 
portance than the common drinking cup, the common towel or any of (lie 
minor matters about which there has beeu so much talk.
